tower to the south of the gate for access to their island property;
C) if at any time Matt Kroeger no longer requests or requires the gate, he shail héoBoard within two
weeks of its removal or change in present condition;
D) the Board reserves the right to inspect the gate at any time, to request reagndatg#cessary changes in
the interest of public safety, and to take reasonable immediate action in thefeveletlared emergency;
E) this grant of permission can be revoked by the Board for any reason with 30 days’ notieatdbitake
such action.
